OCRDIR - Automation of the OCR directories. OCR has 
approved the page galleys for the publication of the Cninese 
and Romanian directories. We expect P&PD to complete the 
printing of these directories early next month. 


We have completed the development of all menus and preo- 
cedures which will be used to input and maintain standard 
directory data. Currently, we are performing final testing oyaTintL 
and producing a User's Guide. We expect to begin training 
OCR personnel next week and to move this software to the 
GIMS Production system in about two weeks. 


Batch Systems Software Problem Dlagnosed 


The serious problem which caused the batch system in 
the Ruffing Computer Center to be unavailable for about 30 
hours on 17-18 October has been found and circumvented, “ne 
JES3 problem was caused by a user's unusual reference to a 
"generation data group” (a special feature of the operating 
system). This should have resulted in the termination of 
the job with a JCL (Job Control Language) error. Instead, 
the job caused JES3 to terminate abnormally. IBM is working 
on a permanent fix for the problem. fo STATINTL 


The batch systems unavailability caused processing 
schedules to slip on PA SANCA. GAS, FLSA, “FC, and 
some non-priority jobs. STATINTL
